Amazing Fruit. 

A notable feature at the periodical 
exhibition at the Roya! Horticultural 
Hall in London recently was the re 
markable display of home-grown fruit. 
For the first time in the history of 
the society the Hogg memorial gold 
tuedal has been awarded to a British 
firm, thia distinction having fallen to 
the Royal Exotic Nursery, of Chelsea, 
for @ collection of fruit trees in pots. 
Smal! pear, apple and plum trees in 
great variety and number, crowded 

{with fruit of extraordinary size, were 

shown. Most remarkable of ali, per. 
haps, was a new variety of apple, the 
“Rev. W. Wilks.” named after the 
| Secretary of the Royal Horticultura 
Society. The tree, not yet two yeers 
old, carried one apple weighing one 
and a half pounds, being heavier than 
the tree itself. Other trees of the 
same variety, two years and three 
years old, carried five apples averag- 
ing three-quarters of a pound each, 
and nine averaging-half a pound each. 
Huge peara, in such varieties as 
“Marguerite Marillat,”” “Triomphe de 
Vienn>,” and “Col. Vaughan,” hung 
from slender boughs which, but for 
supports, would have been borne 
down by the weight on them. A simi- 
lar display of fruit trees in pots won 
for Messrs. Geo. Bunyard and Co. the 
gold medal of the Royal Horticultural 
Society. 


A Castle Bullt For a Groat. 

The castle of Monkstown, near 
Cork, Ireland, is reported by popular 
tradition to have been built in 1636, 
at the cost of only a groat. To ex- 
wath this the following story is told. 
Anastasin Goold, who had become the 
wife of John Archdeken, determined 
while her husband was abroad serving 
in tne army of Philip of Spain, to give 
him evidence of her thrift.

"HIS LIFE IN THE ARMY. 


At Sixteen Years of Age the Late Gen- 
eral Booth’s Favorit. So> Was 

+ Scrubbing Floors tn the Headquar- 
ters Bullding For $1.25 = Week— 
He Is 56 Years Old and ts a Man 
of Exceptional Attaiaments. 


Bramwell Booth, who is the new 
commander-in-chicf of the Salvation 
Army, has been the chief-ol-staff of 
the Army since 1880. When he was 
sixteen rors old he Was scrubbing 
floors, cleaning inkwells, and. filling 
other menial offices at a wage of $1.5 
a week at the old Army headquarters 
in Whitrchanel. He worked his way 
up through the ranks in various parts 
of the country, living and laboring in 
the same way as other officers. 

Bramwell has a tremendous capa- 
“city for work, a wonderful grasp of 
detail, a broad and sound scholarship, 
magnetism and conviction in public 
speech, anc rare charm of presence, 
More than all these he inherited a 
consuming passion for advancing the 
general interests of religion an hu- 


manity. 

Born in Halifax, England, on March 
8, 1856, all of hia life precically, has 
been indissolubly connected with the 
work of the Salvation Army. When 
only twelve years of age he took 
charge of children’s meetings, and at 
fifteen years of age he became ac- 
tively engaged in public life. For the 
past forty years he has been his 
father’s right hand man.

when made buoyant by means of 
powerful air pumps, exert a lifting 
foree easily comprehended.

The subject is lcael Wy a 
recent newspaper dispatch, in all 
probability without foundation, that 
the Duchess Marie in Bavaria has 
pawned the Bavarian crown jewels in 
order to reinstate her nephew, King 
Manuel, on the throne of Portugal. 
But pretenders and royalties in exile 
have been notoriously short of funds 
in the past. The recent. sale by the 
Duke of Orleans of bis English estate 


at Wood Norton may be due, as free- 
ly rumored, to a quiet hint from King | 


George that his plottings and his ar-

This good-natured and charitable wo- 
man, although she later obtained an 
allowance from her ungrateful coan- 
try, was often in temporary embar- 
rassment for money through her un- 
fniling generosity, but had never any 
hesitation in resorting to the pawn- 
shop, redeeming her valuables when 
in funds again, 

At that time the King and Queen 
of Naples were royalties in Parisian 
exile and not only in exile but.in 
serious financial difficulties. The 
Queen, courageous soldier and 
worthy sister of the murdered Em- 
press of Austria, pawned not only her 
jewels, but all the silver household 
utensils that she had been able to 
save from the wreck. It is gratifying 
to know that this fine woman, after 
her widowhood, received from the 
Italian Government the annuity due 
to her under her marriage settlements.

| THE PRIVATE SCHOOL. 


Phytical Training Is One of Its Chief 
Advantages In Canada. 


Private schools for boys are a strik- 
ing feature of Canada’s educational 
‘eystem. This type of institution has 
had long development in the Domin- 
‘ion and has been worked out with con- 
siderable skill. Before the early Cana-, 
dian Governments had organized a 
system of secondary education, the 
country was dependent more or 
| upon «schools started and maintained 
‘by individual effort. Dominies from 
the old land souzht to make a living 
“by teaching boys who came to their 
houses. Sometimes the church, or the 
wealthier wen in 2 community, fath- 
eted a school and erected buildings. 
Dr. Tassie’s school at Galt, and Rock- 
wood Academy, near Guelph, where 
James J. Hill, railroader, learned the 
three R’e were conspicuous monu- 
ments of this ora. 

Then came the birth of the high 
| schools, and the spread of poblic edu- 


" ation before which competition the 


private schools had to give way, Some 
survived, strong in the traditions 


which they had gathered about then. { 


Others were opened by men who had 
strong faith in ideals of education 


the community, The growth of such 
schools as Upper Canada College, St, 
Andrew's Collece, Trinity School, and 
| Bishop Ridley College, ich are even 
i tmore than national schools, fer they 
} draw stadents from all parts of the 
Empire prt cnoush that there is 
4 distiz lace for Lhe private school 
in the life of the Dominion. 
' 
| orivate school can, with greater facil- 
j sty, tuke the initiative in trying out 
new idecs i) education. The private 
schools of Canada are much in ad- 
var ce of the public schools in the mat 
ter of attention they give to the phy- 
welfare of their students. In 
respect they could point lessons 
even our universities. The state 
sl. ols foster love for sport, but they 
do not inc-rporate athletics as an es- 
sential paré of the educative program. 
The boys at the private schools are 
compelied to undergo athletic train- 
ing, just as they are required to learn 
Laun, F h or histury, Every boy 
is riedicaily examined. His physiqae 
is measured, and he is obliged to take 


prescribed exercises, which will round | - 


cut the hollows in his chist, remove 
curvature, strengthen his muscles, 
and make bim a sound, spirited speci- 
menu of mauhid. At St. Andrew's Col. 
lege a boy who neglecta his gymna- 
sum classes is not allowed out of 
hou ds on Saturday afternoon.

Sir Thomas Shaughnessy’s Statement 
That the Sanction of the Govern- 
ment to the New Capitalization 
ts Not Necessary Proves to Be 
Borne Out by the Measure of 
1852 Passed by Parliament.

TRAGEDY OF THE AIR. 


Balloonist and Boy Perish Before the 
Eyes of Friends. 

Tuscumbia, Ala., Oct. 5—A dangling 
top: from-a balloon caught the leg 
of Lorenzo Howland, 15 years old, as 
it ascended, manned by H. C. Petty, 
who was aking his first flight here 
yesterday.

It may, perhaps. be open to doubt 
whether, in strict law, his royal high-| 
ness, the present Governor-General, | 
can be said to be comprised in the) 
words “heirs and successors’ before!

ing monarch for the time being. How-| 
ever, the Hudson Bay Co. have decide | 
ed that the words are capable of ae 
cluding the members of the royal fam-! 
ily generally, and have decided so to, 
construe them on the occasion of the 
duke’s visit—which will probably be, 
the first time that the interestinz cere-| 
mony has been performed. althouzh | 
the charter was granted nearly two! 
hundred and fifty years ago. The eon-! 
‘nection of the Hudson Bay Co. with} 
the royal ete is a notable one. The} 
King’s cousin Prince Rupeft, was, we 
have seen, first governor of the com- 

ny, while his brother, the Due of 
Fork, afterwards James II., succeeded 
him in that office. But the King’s 
interest in the company did not stop 
there. He was graciously plessed not 
merely to insert in the charter the 
provision as to the two elks and two 
biack beavers, but also to accept 
stock in the company (of. the kind 
which would nowadays be called “‘Pro- 
inoters’ stock") to the amount of three 
hundred pounds, which -represented 
something like nine or ten thousand | 
dollars of our present money. King 
Charles TI. dearly loved money. He 
was ready to sell either his soul, or! 
his country, or both, for that com-! 
medity. And one is rather surprised | 
that he did .ot insist on more than} 
three hundred pounds’ worth of stock | 
being issued to him as the price of| 
his consent to the company’s moor 
poration.

ace xho live over a certain distance 
from the schoo! house, thus eliminat- 
ing the element of unfairnese that 
now exists in the rural schools owing 
to the different distances at which the 
children live from the echool, and at 
the same time placing the cost of 
converance on the whole district. In 
Manitoba consolidatel districts, all 
pupils are conveysd who live over 
one mile from the school house. It 
has become customary to use covered | 
vans for conveyance. Thesc are not 
always heated, but in some case#, 
carbon foot warmers or soapstone are 
used. 

Just when and where consolidation 
on a small scale began, cannot be 
told, but the first law of which we 
read was passed in Massachusetts in 
the year 1869, and to-lay it forms a 
part of the rural school systern of 
32 states. Eight hundred completely 
consolidattd. and not lese than two 
partially consolidated, 
schools attest to the remarkable adap- 
tability ‘of the system to the peculiar 
needs’ of agricultural communities. 

In Eastern Canada, consclidation 
was introduced as part of the “Mac- 
donald Scheme” in Nov- Scotia in 
1903; in New Brunswick and Ontario 
in 1904; in Prince Edward Island in 
1905. For a time it bore good fruit. 
but has not apparently taken hold of 
the people with any great force. Some 
districts continued the consolidation, 
but others thought it too expensive 
and dropped out. 

Manitoba may properly be termed 
the “Mecca” of consolidation in Can- 
ada. Here, the people have taken 
hold of the plan from the first volun- 
tarily, and aided only by grants from 
the Department of Education. This 
class of school, judging from appear- 
ances, has come to stay, in the West. 

The Denartment of Education, in 
2905, realizing that it is better) both 
on economical and on pedagogical 
grounds, to unite the many small and 
weak schools, disperacd over a large 
extent of territory, in a few strong, 
well-equipped and well conducted 
graded schools located at convenient 
points. had an amendment to the 
School Act passed, to permit of this 
being done, and Virden was the first 
consolidated schoo} formed, followed 
in 1906 by Holland. More consolidated 
schoo!s have been formed in the past 
year than in the three years previous- 
ly, the total number now formed being 
°G%, while there are probably over a 
dozen in course of formation. 

One of the strong points in the con- 
solidation system is the successful 
conveyance of the school children. It 
has been conclusively proven that 
where the children are’ conveyed to 
and from school they attend more 
vecularly. Of the 50 vans employed in 
the yeae 191] by 20 schools in opera- 
iion’ in. the various parts of -the 
province representing all kinda of 
geographical conditions, only 30 trips 
were missed during the whole year; 
but littls more than one trip for every 
two vans, and these vans traveled:

In the failure of intervention every 
fibre of energy wil! be exerted by the 
creat powers to prevent the war flame 
trom enguifing Europe. It is realized 
that all depends on the attitude of 
Austria, which, according to late ad- 
Views, has already mobilized four 
army corps—in Croatia, Bosnia, Her- 
zerovina and Southern Hungarv—and 
stands to eccupy the Banjak of Novi- 
paar, should this coveted strateyzic 
territory be menaced by the Servians 
and Montenegrins. 

Despite Russian sympathy for their 
Stav brethren of the Balkans, whose 
political welfare Russia has fostered, 
hu compleations are anticipated be- 
tween Russia and Austria, and both 
these nations have assured the other 
powers of their determination not to 
be drawn inte any Balkan embroglio, 

Official circles in France greatiy re- 
egret the criticism of certian French 
newspapers that Great Britain's slow- 
hess in agreeing to the phraseology of 
the note hus embarrassed cud retarded 
the presentations of the powers.

DEFYING THE LAW. 


Whitney Say> School Regulations 
It Be Enforced. 

Toronto, Oct. 9.—“l) am surprised 
at the inaccurate statements now be- 
ing male concerning the new regula- 
tions affecting English and French 
schools,” said Sir James Whitney yes- 
terday. ‘‘These statements are un- 
founded. They are intended te excite 
the French-speaking. peeple of OUn- 
tario against the lnw. «Ip some.cases 
schovl boards appear to have believ- 
ed this false information and to have 
passed resolutions setting the laws of 
the province at defiance. 

“To all resolutions based upon an 
entire misunderstanding of the ‘new 
regulations, I wish to make an em- 
phatic and categorial” denial thut 
there is anything unjust in the regu- 
lations or that they are devised by 
enemies of the French-speaking and 
Roman Catholic people.” 

“By the law each teacher is:subject 
to the Minister of Education, and 
neither school boards vor any other 
authority can interfere between Min- 
ister and teacher. If any teacher re- 
fuses to obey the regulations, the Min- 
ister must suspende or cancel the cer- 
tifloate of such teacher. The law 
also provides that any schoci board 
which employs unqualticd teachers 
and does not comply. with. the in- 
structions and regulations of the De- 
partment, forfeits the legislative grant 
and cannot lawfully pay as salaries 
te such teachers any purt of the taxes 
levied for the: support of the public 
and separate schools under its charge, 

“T also notice with regret that pu- 
pils are being advised to leave school 
Woan English-speaking inspector en- 
ters, although this, too, is a defiance 
of the law and is quite contrary to 
that courteous and killy civility for 
which the French are famous, Under 
the law the inspector, during his 
visit, hax full authority over the 
and no one, either school 
board or wacher, can interfere with 
the pupils without incurring 
ties.” :

Montenegrins Attack Turks. 


Podgoritza,, Montenegro, Oct. 10.— 
The Montenegrin army opened the 
war against Turkey yesterday morning 
by attacking a strong Turkish posi- 
tion opposite Podgoritza. Prince Pat- 
er, the youngest son of King Nicho- 
las, fired the first shot, 

Tais was the = be for firing all 
slong the line, and an artillery due! 
ensued. Within twenty-one minutes 
five Turkish guns were silenced, and 
tke Turks retreated from their first 
position on Mount Planinitza, By 
noon the Turks had evacuated the 
mountain. < 

Podgoritza is the headquarters ot 
the Montenegrin forces, and amid the 
enthusiastic cheering of the people 
King Nicholas, with Prince Mirko, his 
second son, and staff, rode early to 
the mountains to survey the positions, 
The Montenegrin outposta hac been 
placed the night before and strong 
detachments were held in reserve 
should the Turkish forces prove larg- 
ec that the reporta of the scouts 
indicated, 

Punctually at eight o’clock the first 
shot was directed ut the Turkish posi- 
tion on the hills opposite by Prince 
Peter, who is a captain of artillery. 
At the booming of the gun the band 
in the Montenegrin headquarters 
struck up the royal hymn. . 

That the Montenegrin fire was ef- 
fective was proved by ‘the quick re-. 
tirement of the Turks. Alter per 
evacuated the mountain a general ad- 
vance of Montenegrin infantry was 
ordered. Covered by a concentrated 
artillery fire the infantry moved to- 
wards the strongly fortified Turkish 
positions in Detchitch Mountain, 
which commands the road to Scutari. 
At 2 o'clock the Turks landed troops 
on the shore of Lake Scutari, near 
the Montenegrin frontier. A general 
engagement followed, and was still in 
progress at five o'clock in the after- 
noon over an extensive front. 

Crown Prince Danilo, who is com- 
mander-in-chief, has just ridden in 
with Prince Peter from. the battlefield 
to the King's headquartera for fresh 
instructions. 

War Will Be Ferocious. 

New York, Oct. 10.—A cable to The 
Tribune from London says: 

Expert military opinion ia divided 
as to the probable course of, the Bual- 
kan war, but it is agreed on all sides 
that the struggle will be one of hid- 
eous and perhaps unexampled ferocity, 

Moreover, whichever side ia suc- 
cessful, the peace of Europe will be 
imperilled. Austrin is resolved not to 

tmit any territorial expansion by 
Bervia or Bulgaria, while in the event 
of the Turks sweeping their armies 
before them and trampling the Bal- 
kans under foot, the sympathy of the 
Russian ople with the conquered 
Slavs will be aroused and. the Rus- 
siad Government. forced by popular 
passion to take an active part in the 
game

“+ Will Be Heard on Nov. 4. 


TO GIVE CUUNSEL TIME 


All the Evidence of the Three Com- 
panies In Reply to Charges cf Dis- 
crimination «=. Now In, and Wit- 
nesses Will Be Cross-Examined 
Later—D. B. Hanna of C.N.R. 
Tells of the Branch Lines. 


Ottawa. Oct. 11.—With the comple. 
tion of the presentation of the case al 
the G.T.P., which followed that of the 
C.P.R. and C.N.R., the western freight 
enquiry, which has been conducted 
all week before the Railway Board, 
was adjourned yesterday afternoon, to 
meet again Nov. 4. 

Although witnesses have beep called 
and‘evidence given by all three rail- 
ways, it 1s understood that none of 
them has closed its c... as yet and 
may call further witnesses... However, 
when the enquiry opene next month 
the cross-exami:. tion of those already 
heard by the array of counse! which 
representa the different Governmenta 
and organizations irterested — will 
probably begin. The adjournment will 
give the latter time to go over the 
mass of figures presented by the rail- 
ways, including rate reductions and 
comparisons, statements of variations 
in density c° traffic cast and west and 
hizher cost of operation. 

To the C.P.R. has been left the 
greater part of the responsibility for 
the presentation of the railways de- 
fence. It is the only rend which has 
at present a transcontinental line, 
and is therefore more directly interest 
ed in the allegation of discrimination. 
The evidence brought out by the 
C.N.R. and G.T.P. has been in the 
main corroborative. There have been 
two exceptions, however, the C.N.R. 
endeavoring to show ‘tuat it is on a 
different finencial wasis from the 
C.P.R. and the G.T.P.. luying stress 
on the fact that if rates are reduced 
it will not be able to build the branch 
lines demanded by peopie of the west 

There is every indication that the 
enquiry will shortly be broadened to 
include not only the mere question of 
discrimination, but the broader one 
of justification of rates as well, The 
burden of proof as regards discrimi- 
nation was thrown on the raiiways at 
2 previous session by M. W. Cowan, 
representing Alberta and Suskatche- 
wan. 

The statement was made yesterday 
by the railways that any decrease of 
tariffs will wipe out their surpluses, 
though whether this will be borne out 
by the evidence presented is some- 
thing in regard to which7the prose- 
cution will, of course, mage huch to 
say. ne 

D. B. Hanna, vice-president and 
general manager of the C.N.R., con- 
tinued his evidence’ yesterday morn- 
ing.

New York, Oct. 14.—“Bald Jack” 
Rose, who says he was Police Lieu- 
tenant Charles Becker’s coilector of 
graft from’ gambling houses, tald his 
st-ry on the witness stand Saturday 
at Becker's trial for the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler. He 
declared Becker told him he wanted

Becker took 
a $2,500 chattel mortgage on Rosen- 
thal’s property and arranged for a 
“dummy” to hold the mortgage. 
Becker began to think he was not 
getting enough of the profits so he 
threatened a raid. Rosenthal defied 
him, the raid occurred, and many 
habitues were jailed. 

“Becker told me,” he continued, 
‘that Rosenthal had been calling him | 
up every day, asking a meting, to 
find out what he was going to do 
about those indictments against the 
men artested in Rosenthal’s place. 
Becker said he had put Rosenthal 
off. Soon after, Becker said, Rosen- 
thal had begun to talk around street 
corners that he was in partrership 
with Becker and was going to show 
him up. 

“Becker, a few days later, told me 
of having seen Commissioner Waldo, 
and that the commissioner had heard 
of Rosenthal’s Charges and had not’ 
believed them.” 

Then Becker told Rose that Rosen. 
thal should be done away with—"mur- 
dered, Pes dynamited or anything.” 

Long hours of cross-examination by 
supperless lawyers before a supper- 
less court and jury failed Saturday 
night to make Rose vary his story. 

The witness, thick-lipped, wideear- 
ed, and without a hair on his blisten- 
ing head, was unruitied by the ordeal. 
Once he faltered when Becker's law- 
yer hurled question after question at 
him, each ending with: “And wheo 
you said that i led, didn't you?” 
Once he leaned forward, buried his 
face in hie hai.cs and tottered on the 
stand. He seemed about tw faint, and 
the court quickly ordered a pause in 
the proceedings |and windows were 
low to revive him. Within a few 
minutes, he was refreshed and the 
cross-examination was continued. 

Rose admitted, time alter time, that 
he had.lied, had’ perjured himeslf, had 
been a gambler and had been engaged 
for twenty years in illegitimate busi- 
ness. He admitted that he waa tds- 
tifying to save his own life, but said, 
he was telling the truth now.

LONGSHOREIMAN’S PERIL, 


Strange Disease Attacks the Man. Who 
Loads the Wheat. 

Few yeople are aware of the dangers 
that lurk in the holds of grain-laden 
occan liners, when to pon tons 
of the prodnet of the Canadian west 
ere pourrg through eighteen inch 
pipes at the rate of some sixteen thou. 
ean? bushels per hour. 

it does not require a vivid imagin- 
ation to mentally follow this stream 
of fast: flowing grain and the fierce 
cloud of dust that is’ raised by the’ 
sudden outpourins that tinds its way 
into the bowels of the ship, dust so 
dense, that the nen whoxe duties‘are 
to level end to distribute the cargo 
to all parts of the vessel, are isolated 
from one another and ‘must carry a 
light which in many cases is not vis- 
ible at a distance of three feet from 
the longshoreman sweltering in the 
dust-laden air in the ship’s hold.

Hos They Are Taught by London 
Dealers to Talk. 

There. ts a good deal of individual- 
ity about the parrot, to whatever 
tribe he may belong. The grey par- 
rot from the West Coust of Africa and 
Prince’s Island is supposed to be the 
hest talker, but the Indiu: bird, al- 
thouch perhaps not so clear of 
speech. is after, quite as clever. 

A writer in London Ideas recently 
had an interview with a dealer in 

rrots of “very known species. By 
udicious education, he said, a parrot 
of almost .ny kind. from the tiny 
beigerigar to the gigantic macaw. 
might be converted inta a talker. 

“Me method?” he repeated. “Well. 
they are simple enough. -I, allow my | 
Parrots rome proportion of their na- 
tive food—bananas, palm, nuts and 
the like. I begin by instructing them 
ty pronounces one word, allowing them 
two days to master it. and-zradually 
increasing their vocabulary to three 
or four words. I then make sentences 
of words that are easily joined to 
coher.

Forma! Declarations Are :4ade by Ser- 
via, Bulgaria and Greece ond Hos- 
tilities Are Now In Preg-ess cut 
Powers Say Approach «i Winter 
and “ack of Funds Will Prob- 
ably- Shorten the i-ight. 


London, Oct. 12.—Deciarations of 
war against Turkey have been iasucd 
hy Servia, Bulgaria and Greece. ib3 
Servian proclamation was made’ tor- 
mally in» Belgrade last night. The 
declaration was tranzwitted to” the 
Servian Minister at Constantinople 
yesterday alternoon with instructions 
to present it to the Porte to«lay. The 
Ministér will then leave” imaidiatery 
foc Belzrade. 

The sreat powers will also receive 
notification to-day of Servia’s declara 
tion, says a Belzrade despatch. 

Immense crowds paraded the strects, 
singirg and checring, after the au- 
nouncement cl Servia’s determination 
to fight. The crowds are iucreasing 
hourly and an enthusiastic war spint 
prevails. 

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria is on 
his way to the headquarters of the 
Uulgarian army near the Turkish fron- 
ticr. The kins's wanitestu to tke peo- 
ple, proclaiming war, will be publish. 
ed tod oy. A special service will be 
held in the cathedral when the aren- 
bishop will invoke a blessing on the 
holy war on which the country is em- 
Karking. Similar services will be beld 
throughout the country. 

Greece, not wishing t> detach her- 
scif from: her allies, sent instractions 
ently this morning to the Minister 
at Constantinople to communicate « 
declaration of war to the Porte. Greece 
at the ‘sume time sent a traternal 
greeting to the allied states. 

While Turkey and the Baikan states 
have been carrying cut the fast for- 
malities connected with the declara- 
tion of war, interest has bceu transfer- 
ted to the prospects of the campaign. 
Two influences are expected to make 
the war chort and sharp.

Toronto, Oct. 19.--Methodists here 
are stirred ua over a remarkable crisis 
in relation to foreign missions. A gen- 
eral conference officer went into the 
matter yesterday wich a reporter. 
stated that the revolution in Chiua 
had cost the Canadian foreign mission 
fund $50,000, This was chiefly for 
traveling expenzes in transp rting the 
missionaries from the interior. to 

orts and bringing some of them 

aa The result is that the board is 
faced by increased demands fos men 
in China, also for enlarged work an 
Japan, and is without funds to send 
even one additional missionary either 
te China or Japan. 
The fund of about seven hundred 
thousand dollars has by the custom of 
the board to be equally divided be- 
tween the foreign and the home mis- 
sion fields.

over the foreign work, but while it 
administers the home mission fin- 
ances it has no jurisdiction over the 
establishment of new mission stations. 
They are under the absolute contro} 
of the aunual conferences. The conse- 
quence is that the home mission work 
has been so’ rapidly developed in the

London, Oct. 19.—(C.A.P. Cable.)—

ing held in Manchester. Twenty years 
ago, he said, he found Toronto a re- 
markably good staid Scottish town 
such as Aberdeen.

Three years ago the apiary on the 
roof was formed by a neuclus of 
half a dozen hives, taken from a 
firm’s farm at Finchley, each of which 
contained a minimum Rt heeind bees, 
an jay, up among the chimney 
pots of Central London, there are over 
thirty hives with a total ot bees which 
may be anything from 1,900,000 to 
2,000,000.

Minden . Farmer Is  Adjudged 
Guilty of Murder. 


VERDICT WAS A_ SURPRISE 


Jurors Deliberate For Three Hours 
Before Returning a Decision That 
. Ellis ts Guilly and Mr. Justice 
Ciute Sets Execution for Jan, 7 
—Prisaner and Those tn Court 
Dazed by the Jury’s Finding. 


Lindszy, Oct. 24.—Following quick- 
ly-upon a verdict of guilty, delivered 
by the jury here last night, Arthur a. 
Ellis stood up to receive the sentence 
of death at the hands of Mr. Justice 
Clute, whe decreed that he shall die 
in the jaii yard here on Jan. 7 next. 

The jury left the court-room at 4.30 
p.m. Ellis had sat calmiy through his 
trial and listened stolidly through the 
address of counsel, while Mr. Robin. 
nette ably pleaded his cause, and 
through the stinging denunciation of 
Crown Prosecutor Meredith and while 
Mr, Justice Clute coldly and dispaz- 
sionately rehearsed the damning facts 
against him, As the jury fied from 
the court room, Ellis was asked what 
verdict he expected, “I dont know,” 
he replied. .“‘May be manslaughter. 
It won't be worse than that,.”” he de 
elared hopefully. Three hours later 
that jury returned and in answer te 
the question from the clerk if they 
had ‘agreed upon their verdict and 
what that verdict was, the foreman 
in a low, unsteady voice replied, 
“Guilty.” 

“Guilty, guilty.” repeated the clerk, 
in a still more shaken voice, for the 
verdict came aa a surprise, almost 4 
shock, to the crowds who had waited 
patiently throuch an adjournment of 
over an hour, taken at 7.10 o'clock, 
to hear the words, but few of them 
had expected anything more than 4 
verdict of manslaushter. 

Az the foremeu's worls were repeat 
ed by the clerk someone drepped an 
umbrella, and the spell of silence 
which hung in the crowded court waa 
broken. There were afew smothered 
exclamnations from the watchers and 
up in the gallery women sobbed, 

“Arthur Ellis, have you anything 
to say why the sentence of the court 
should not be passed upon you?” 
asked the judge. The prisoner, who 
had risen to his feet at the word of 
the judge, leaned forward across thy 
bar of the dock with his hand to hu 
ear, “1 don't understand—I didn’t 
hear,” he said, with a puzzled look 
upon his face, which had gone deadly 
pale at the word. of the jurym The 
judze repented his question and the 
prisoner shook his head. ‘No, no, ne. 
thing,” he said in a steady voice a- 
he stood erect, ar ff to receive a biew, 

The judve began the terrible word- 
of the death sentence. “Arthur Ells, 
you will be taker hence to the pla 
from whence, you came, there to be 
kept until Jan. 7 next. when you wi: 
be hanged by the neck until you are 
dead.” 

That was all. The prisoner sat dow 
with his staring eyes upen the judce. 
who had just decreed his death. H.- 
did not stir, Aga... a woman sobbed 
in’ the gallery and then there was a 
craning of necks as the prisoner was 
led across the court-room to the door 
leading to the jail, where for months 
he had lived contidentiy awaiting the 
outcome of his tr.al and where last 
night he sat under the death watch. 

The verdict was a shock to many in 
the town, and was subject matter of 
awed comment at strevt corners and 
in hotel lobbies. The veneral expecta 
tian as gleaned from these conversa- 
tions and those who awaited the ver. 
dict at the court house had been 
strongly for a disugreetment or a ver- 
dict of manslaughter. 

At the close of the judge's charge 
and when the jury had left the room 
Mr. Robinette rose and a-ked for a» 
reserved case upon the adinissibility 
of certain evidence. Judge Clute said 
that he would reserve his ruling in 
this matter uatil aiter a verdict bad 
been returned. At that time Mr. Rob- 
inette had returned to Toronto and 
will renew his motion at Toronto.

Victories at Heavy Cost. 
| London, Oct. 24.—The news trom the 
seat of war last night tells of the con- 
j tinued successes of the allies. The 

Servians have captured Novipazar, 
and are the virtual masters of Kuma- 
‘nova. The victories, however, have 
| been purchased at heavy sacrifices, 
| "The situation in Thrace is becoming 
clearer. A great battle is being fought 
over a wide semi-circular front before 
-Adrianople, upou which town the Bul. 
garians are gradually closing in. On 
the east they have occupied Vasilika 
and Tirnovo, and are continuing their 
advance southward, 

On the west tie Bulgarians, accord- 
ing to dilicial Sofia accounts, have 
reached the Arda River, close to Ad- 
Tianuple, which as being vigorously 
bombarded. Already the two outer 
i forts have fallen. Some positions t> 
j the vorth of Adrianople are also said 
to have been taken after fighting of 
the severest character.

Becker was remanded for sentence t+ 
the Tombs by Justice Goff, until Oct.

Becker did not flinch when he heard 
the verdict pronounced by Harold i. 
Skinner, foreman of the jury. Mrs. 
Becker, sitting outside the door of the 
court room, fell in a swoon when the 
verdict was announced. 

John EF. Mcintyre, Becker's chiel 
counsel, announced that he would taks 
an immediate appeal, but added be 
youd this he had nothing to say. ;

Hockin, a defendant “in the “dyna- 
mite co: epirecy trial, who succeeded 
John J. McNamara, the dynamiter, as 
secretary of the Ironworkers’ Union, 
was identified by four witnesses yes- 
pest: dood having given information ta 
the Government against his forty-four 
fellow-defendunts. 
Walter Drew, New. York, counsel 
for the National Erectors’ Associa- 
tion, testitied that Hockin had said: 
“I know they’ve got me, but I don’t 
want to be the only one.” * 

The witness said that during the 
sessions last winter of the federal 
grand jury which returned the indict 
ments Hockin offered to give informa- 
tion but’ was turned away with the 
remark, “Go to the district attorney 
and make a clean breast of it.. He is 
the only person with authority. to 
make promises.’*- 

“Hockin came to me several times 
and told me my life was in danger,” 
said-Mr. Drew. “He told me fellows 
on the Pacific coast, naming Olaf A. 
Tvitinoe snd Ed. Nockels, were after 
men and that I had better look out 
for a fellow. named John Stevens of 
Chicago. He said he would warn me 
later when I might expect danger. | 

“Another time he came to my room 
at a club and in the presence of J. F.! 
Foster; a detective, arranged to let us 
have the key of the Ironworkers’ of- 
fice so we might put in a peephece 
device by which we would be able at 
all times to record what President 
Frank M. Ryan and others said about 
the dynamiting. At first Hockin said, 
"You know I've got too much brains 
to get mixed up with McNamara.’ 
But when I replied, ‘You haven't 
any brains but only a low cunning, 
and we've got the goods on you,’ he 
weakened.”

This year’s production is suid to be 
| the worst of his career, and to be 
| worthy of suoh players as the Cherry 
| Sisters. It is divided inte two parts 
the first being a two-act drama trans- 
dated from the’ Freneh; the second a 
, threeact musical comedy. The first 
is said to consist wholly of dialogue 
in which an interminable procession 
of people appear on the stage for a 
; few moments, deliver themselves of a 
few monotonous remarks, and then 
disappear. 

It is allnost impossible to follow the 
| story, but this may be the fault of 
ithe man whom Nation hired to do 

the translating, The manager admits 
| that after the work was placed in his 
‘hands he “added a bit here and 
| there,” so it is really difficult to place 
; the blame. The musical oomnedy has 
| a cast of five persons and a chorus of 
| the same number. The scene is laid 
| in a court which it is hard to identify, 
} and the scenery is batlling, since it 
{is made up of a Moorish interior 
| through which one gets a glimpse of a 

Venetian canal, a newly harvested 

wheat field, and Luna Park, or some 

other playground. 

| Nicht after night, through the heat 
of London,.these two pieces are pre- 
sented to empty seats, the only audi- 
ence being the staff of ushers and 
attendants, who applaud perfunctor- 
ily and then doze off again, since there 
is no audience to be waited upon, 
There is a full orchestra, too, and all 
the paraphernalia of a first-class the- 
atre except the audience. 

The lack of audience dors not trou- 
ble him. “Of course,” 
like to make money, but then 1 would 
not produce a play I did not like sim- 
ply because 1. thought it miszht be a 
moneymaker. For instance, I would 
not produce a play that these modern 
sex and problm dramas, 

“IT would rather offer the innocent 
fun to be found in the popular playa 
of 30 or 40 years ago. My plays are 
what might be called Mid-Victorian 
in their humor. The trouble seems 
to be that the taste of the theatre 
going public has changed in the last 
generation.”

Liwrence river, two miles above the 
Indian village of Caughnawacn, ie in

African Chieftainess Leads Tribesmen 


Against Europeans. 
The Anglo-German-Belgian Boun- 


dary Commission having completed | 
‘its work in Africa, Major E. M. Jack, 
j the British Commissioner, has return- 
ed to England, 


The frontier which has now been 
delimited is that between the Uganda 
Protectorate and, on the west, the 
Relgian colony of the Congo (lately 
Congo Free State), and, on the south, 
German East Africa. It lies, says 
Reuter, in the neighborhood of the 
celebrated Mfumbiro votcanoes, whose 
peaks were first seen by Speke on his 
journey thr.:gh Ruanda to Uganda. 
Three of the eight volcanoes, one of 





which a few years ago showed signs 


of activity, are partly in British ter- 
ritory. 

The coun traversed and mapped 
by the British Commission is for the 
greater part of the wildest and 
roughest description, consisting of 


massive mountains intersected by j 


steep narrow valleys. at the bottoms 
ot which are Jarge swamns. Parts of 
the country are covered rith impene- 
trable forests, others with bamboo. 

The whole region lies at a ligh alti- 
tude, varying from 6,000 feet to 8,000 
feet above sea level, while the vol- 
canoes vary from 11,000 fect to 14,000 
feet. The climate is, in consequence, 
cool and healthy, but near the vol- 
canoes subject to violent winds and 
thunderstorms. The slopes of most of 
the voleanoes are thickly clothed with 
bamboo forest, and in these are found 
elephant, buffalo and lion. 

While the commission was survéy- 
nig the Anyle-German frontier, how- 
ever, it was not safe for porters and 
soldiers to travel alone, und severa? 
men were attacked and killed. : 

On one occasion a chieftainess, a 
“witch-doctor” named Mumusa, col- 
lected a considerable following and 
announced her intention of driv 
the Europeans out of the country.

Indianapolis, Oct. 97.—The world- 
renowned Pastor Russell is here. . We 
Yeport one of bis discourses from the 
text, “Some men’s sins * * * go be. 
forehand to judgment, and some they 
follow after.” (I. Timothy v, 24) 
He said: 
Gradually, as the eyes of our under- 
standing open to the true beauties of 
God's Word, we find that the gross 
errors of the past have, indeed, some 
foundation in the truth. Yet the two 
are so different that they might pass 
each other without recognition. 

As Bible students are allowing the 
Word of God to interpret itself they 
are being blessed; their faith is being 
strengthened as they find that the 
real tenchinzs of the Bible are beauti- 
ful and harmonious and God-honoring 
and acceptable to sanctified common 
sense. As so much of our confusion 
has been connected with the subject 
of future punishment, it is only rea- 
sonable that much of our blessing and 
enlightenment should come from a 
better understanding of Scriptures 
bearing upon this subject. Our first 
lesson to learn was the difference be- 
tween the Bible Hell and the hob- 
govlin torture chambers of our be- 
wildered forefathers, who had not the 
Bible in their r sion and who, if 
they had possessed it, lacked gener- 
atly the education necessary to read 
it. 

When we found that the Hebrew 
word Sheol is -he only word trans- 
lated hell during the Old Testament 
period of four thousand years, we 
were not surprised. But when we 
found that that word signifies the 
tomb, the death state, and that it is 
translated grave in our Common Ver- 
sion Bible more times than it is 
trazslated hell, we ‘were | surprised. 
And when ‘urther close investigation 
showed thit-the good, as well as the 
bad, go to Sheol, and that the Bible 
declares that all who go to Sheol were 
redeemed by Christ’s death, and that 
eventually He will destroy Sheol ‘and 
deliver all the prisoners of death from 
Sheoi—then we began to see what a 
serious blunder had been made in the 
tran: ation. 

But when about to blame the trans- 
lators for deceiving us, we found that 
the trouble lay rather with a change 
in the use of language. All know 
tha: all living languages are gradual- 
+ly changing, And investigation shows 
that in old English the word hel! was 
used as a synonym for hole or pit, 
or something covered over, as the 
grave.

Of all the peoples of the Mos- 
lem world the Albanians are the most 
fanatical follow.rs of the —- Pro- 
pret and itis said by travers in the 
south of Europe that if the worst cane 
to the worst the Sultan could take 
refuge iu Albania to-day and defy the 
Worid, says a recent writer, 

AN over southeastern Earope ‘one 
hears of the strange customs among 
these Albanians. When we planned a 
tour into the province, it was to have 
embraced the Ses of Sentari, To go 
further, however, meant becoming in- 
volved iy the most repellent custom 
ever met with in Europe. Tn the Can- 
aieser-Thal you have to drink hospi- 
tality with the peasant hosts, all from 
one aml the same class, and in Turkey 
one is frequently compelled to share 
the luncheon of some tiithy individ- 
ual; but in Albania, to ‘credit these 
claiming to have ventured into its 
fastnesses, you Crink blood with your 
host and in this wise: 

You meet your best on che neutral 
boundary line. He is in the milky 
white suit of an Albanian i 
white fez throwing in relief the long 
hair, straggling at each side of the 
brow, and the fierce fiery eyes that 
pierce one’s soul with their lustre. No 
pity, no sympathy, nothing but greed 
and fiery hate and bigotry can one 
read in those flashing pupils. The 
ho-t takes his knife from his belt and 
cut a gash in his left hand, somewhere 
on the back. As the blood trickles he 
lets it flow into one of the small Al- 
banian drinking .cups, bouzht at 
Cattaro or in Montenezro, from the 
traders. Then you, too, must do the 
same, and to the mixed bloods in the 
cup, wine from the village casks is 
added. He takes a gulp, you take 4 
gulp, and you are sworn “blood bro- 
thers” and ure safe anywhere in the 
bounds of his clan, 

Time and again, be this as it may, 
for there are some Albanians who deny 
it just as there are Sioux whe would 
tell you they no longer hold the Sun 
Dance, on the railway trains in the 
Balkans an Albanian will be seen te 
dart and throw his arm; abuut some 
other white-cled Albanese in the most 
affectionate of zreetings. 

“That is my brot 
plain and the meaning is inveived im 
the blood brotherhood. Uniess one 
drinks the blood, it is stated, a Chris. 
tien may bind the Albanian by the 
most solemn oath before taking him 
as guide at a fabulous sum and then, 
once the notions enters his head, the 
Albanian may deliberately shoot you 
down in some ione trail in the moun- 
tains, for if the Moslem deem the oc- 
easion good he has ro hesitaney in 
breaking any oath made to the in- 
fidel. 
Facts about the fanatic upland Al- 
banian are hard to obtain 

Another custom laid to the door of 
the mountain Albanian is that which 
obtained among the early Goths and 
Vandals and this regards the chil- 
dren. When a babe ia born in Alba- 
nia, itis claimed and we heard these 
claims over and over in the Baikans, 
the father exercises the right to judge 
if it shall live or die; ahd since of ‘2 
elect, exposure and hardship weed out 
the majority, there seems little likeli- 
hood of Albania becoming over-popu- 
lated.

More than 1.700 men from the local 
corps, with additions of coutinzents 
from Hamiiten, Brantfe-1> and St. 
Catharines sent to d> honor ta the 
dead soldiers, attended at the service 
at the armories, and followed through 
the long miles of the marci to the] 
cemetery and stood uncovered through 
the service at the graveside. 

Thousands upon thousands thronged 
the tine of march and many made the 
tong journey to the cemetery and form. 
ed a packed mass of humanity about! 
the roped off space at the fower-piled 
open graves. 

Long before even the soldiers, who 
were paraded at 1.30 o’clock, had come 
upon the scene, a strong squad of 
police were required to keep back the 
crowds who flocked to the armories. 
Shortly before two o'clock the soldiers 
of the various corps were formed up’ 
about.an open space in the centre ufj 
the main section of the armories. To 
the right and against the south wall 
were the Royal Grenadiers, 200 strong, 
under Col. Gooderham. Then directly:
